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Our Men “Over There” 


A Canadian battalion, which includes 
two companies of The Loyal Edmonton 
Regiment, is moving to Berlin, where .it 
will form part of the composite Allied oc- 
cupation force. An entire Canadian divis- 
ion is also to remain under Marshal Mont- 
gomery’s command in northwestern Ger- 
many; with a half-division held in .Eng- 
land to supply replacements and thus 
make rotation leave possible for the oc- 
cupation troops. 

Canadians at home should remember 
that while these men are no longer in com- 
bat they are undertaking a duty which 
could not be pleasant, and which will be 
less pleasant because of the “no frater- 
nizing” order. This means that they will 
be shut off from any friendly or even 
courteous contact outside their own ranks 
and their barracks. No homes, even of sup- 
posed anti-Nazi Germans, will be open to 
them. They will probably have to go to 
theatres or other places of entertainment 
only in groups, and in any case are for- 
bidden to talk to civilians. | 

The occupation forces are to be engag- 
ed in garrison duty in a still hostile coun- 
try. Their quarters will be islands of con- 
geniality—and perhaps monotony—entire- 
ly surrounded by men whom they were 
fighting two months ago and the kins- 
folk an@ friends of men who fell in that 
fighting. 

It is no less a duty now than it was 
while the war was in progress to keep 
these isolated Canadians in touch with the 
home folks and the homeland. There 
should be no falling off in the steady 
stream of letters— and newspapers and 
other tokens of regard—flowing to them 
from Canada. Their relatives will of course 
keep on writing as usual, but neighbors, 
friends and acquaintances may well join 
in the good work of keeping up, and mul- 
tiplying, the personal contacts with them. 

These soldiers of Canada are still on 
active service—while their comrades are 
coming home. They are doing a vital job. 
We must let them know that we under- 
stand, that their services are appreciated 
to the full, and that when they come back 
they will get a welcome as warm as if they 
were among the home-comers of today.

The War Finance Committee is recom- 
mending to the Government that the Ninth 
Victory Loan be raised in October, and 
that no further loan be put on the market 
until the fall of next year. That is, that 
hereafter there be one loan per year in- 
stead of two, so long as war loans are 
required, 

This arrangement would probably 
work well so far as war finances are con- 
cerned, As less money will be needed in 
future, the sum could no doubt be secured 
by one bond-sale per year. But there is the 
other question: Would that be as good a 
way to fight inflation? Would it be as 
effective in keeping down the pressure on 
the price ceiling, discouraging waste, and 
cultivating thrift? 

We are not yet out of the woods, in 
regard to holding the price-wage factors 
in balance. It was after World War I 
ended, not during the struggle, that prices 
ran riot and the inflationary spiral zoomed 
up to the peak. Maybe history will repeat 
if the restraint imposed by a loan every 
six months is taken off too soon. 

These semi-annual! calls for money in 
unprecedented amounts has been of power- 
ful influence in stabilizing conditions and 
supporting direct price-contro] measures. 
Through the frequent appeals the public 
were never allowed to forget that their 
present safety and future welfare depend- 
ed on their willingness to put away as 
Savings Money which they might go out 
and spend—and thereby hoist the cost of 
living. 

Perhaps it would be better to go on 
floating two war loans per year — for 
smaller sums than hitherto required — 
rather than do all the borrowing at twelve 
month intervals. The point at least should 
be carefully considered before a change is 
made. We can finance war by either ar- 
rangement, but no country has yet experi- 
enced a painless inflation.

Officials at Washington who have a

FRANKFURT AM MAIN .—With- 
in a few days or weeks SHAEF, 
which has been stationed at Frank- 


furt since the German capitulation 
and has been the centre of all mili- 
tary and civil affairs in Germany,

The Domestic Help Problem 


Proposes Many Sweep- 

ing Reforms 

By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 

In England .here has just been 
completed a report 
Organisation of Private Domestic 
Employment, briefly an investiga- 
tion of the domestic help problem. 


The report was made at the request | 


of the former United Kingdom Min- 
ister of Labour, Mr. Ernest Bevin 
by Miss Violet Markham and Miss 
Florence Hancock. 

This report recapitulates the poor 
status of the domestic worker and 
proposes sweeping reforms that will | 
put domestic service on an entirely 
new footing. 

The writers of the report advo-| 
cate the creation of a service avail- 
able for all sections of the popula- 
tion. To provide this a “National 
Institute of Youseworkers” would 
be established to train domestic 
workers who would be employed 
with standard rates and conditions 
Courses of training would also be 
available for housewives. 

“Cookery, be it noted, is not a 
black art, though much English 
food looks and tastes as though pre- 
pared in a witches cauldron” says 
the report, which goes on to say 
that the war has taught much in the 


| preparation of simple food, since 


the war many women have discov- 
ered that cooking is an operation 
“full of interest and generous in its 
rewards.” 

It is also suggested that local 
authorities might help the low- 
income mother by means of “home 
helps” — trained domestic workers 
who would be available for house- 
holds where the mother was ill, the 
cost being recoverable in proportion 


| as the family could repay it 


The report recommends that 


three classes of workers should be 


| seasonal 


trained; those desiring full-time em- 
ployment with one household, those 
working regularly part-time for one 
household and those employed 
part-time by more than one house- 
hold. Day work rather than “living 
in” is heavily emphasized 
* * *

ed by a series of specialists hired 
|by the hour to perform duties for 
|which they are carefully trained? 

Will household servants assume the 
| status of office help, with regular 
|hours, higher pay and social bene- 
| fits? ‘ 

These questions were put to an 
employment agency, and their an- 
swer was “No” in its most emphatic 
| form. 

Despite a shortage of household 
help, most domestic employment 
agencies agree that the war's end 
should bring a more or less “eom- 
plete reversal. The reason is that 
the war plants will release help 
within six months of the peace, and 
they expect most pf the women to 
filter back into home positions. 

Employment agencies in one 
large American city are pessimistic 
about the present high salaries for 
work of this type. Household stan- 
dards vary with the homemakers 
seeking help through the agencies, 


|but they are alike in considering 


domestic assistance a low-cost ser- 
vice. 

What of the girls who have made 
good in war plants? Will they want 
to continue in trades they have 
learned to like? Agencies admit that 
there is an element which prefers 
the regular hours and exacting 
standards of the factory, but how 
effective this unit will be in chang- 
ing standards remains to be seen.

Most agencies, although unable to 
fill the demand, have been re-regis- 
tering a number of former house- 
hold employees who have disliked 
war positions. These girls for the 
most part are not demanding more 
than they had prior to the war, ex- 
cept in the matter of salary. They 
seem quite willing to step 
typical prewar positions as long as 
the total earnings reach a certain 
level 

These girls have not formulated 
working standards nor do most of 
them show any desire to organize 
along that line. They drift back into 
home employment because it is 
work they know and like

Dr. Westlake and his assistants 
re making tests of ways in which 
persons with impaired hearing can 
best use their ears. In order to aid 
the partially deaf experiments have 
been tried to discover which of a 
large group of commonly used 
words can be most easily heard by 
those having normal hearing. And, 
naturally and delightfully enough, 
the word which comes out scien- 
tific tops, now in mid-June, is 
“strawberry 

Lest there be any question of 
wishful hearing in the tests, these 
were conducted with twenty-five 
students as “guinea pigs” and the 
words conveyed to them in separ- 
ate soundproof rooms by means 
of a radio microphone and loud 
speaker. 

In considering these admirable 


experiments one might say that | 
the average layman is always 
pleased when what he has em- 
pirically known is confirmed by 
science. “Strawberry,” with or 
without the addenda of shortcake 
and cream, has always been a 


word which makes easy listening 
in June, Other such syllables which 
quickly thrill the normal auditory 
nerve are “green peas,” “gradua- 
tion,” “swimming” and “chocolate 
sundae.” 

One is inclined to believe 
these words, perhaps, were not 
made the subject of student tests. 
For Dr. Westlake reports that, after 


“strawberry,” the winning order of 
hearing was “chicken,” “oatmea!,” 
and “grandmother.” “Chicken,” of 


course, broiled or with dumplings, 
is mighty easy on the ears, but 
“oatmeal and “grandmother” would 
seem to have little to offer young 
listeners in June. However, one 
may not question the results of the 
tests at Northwestern. The fact that 
“strawberry” won out shows how 
carefully the experiments were 
conducted.

Emergency Rule 
Limits Trading 


In Rye Futures 


CHICAGO, July 3~(AP)—The 
Board of Trade yesterday adopted 
an emergency regulation limiting 
trading in rye futures and raising 
the margin required on rye to 25 
cents per bushel, 

Under terms of the emergency 
measure, effective Thursday, July 
5, no new commitments can be en- 
tered into on the duly rye future ex- 
cept that persons having rye of con- 
tract grade, and in @ position to de- 
liver, may make short sales for de- 
divery purposes only 

Any other trading in the July rye 
futures “shall be for the purpose 
of liquidation only,” the new regu- 
lation said, 

The board decreed also that, ex- 
cept for purposes of liquidation, no 
more than 1,000,000 bushels of rye 
in any one rye future—or in all rye 
futures combined—can be bought 
or sold during any one business 
day.
